Europe is trying strenuously to “horn in" on American relief 
activities in Russia. It has hitherto made no progress in that di­ 
rection, in the face of Herbert Hoover’s determination that with 
American dollars and American food there must be all-American 
control.

There was scheduled to meet in the Belgian capital the so­ 
called “International Committee on Russian Relief,” assembled 
under the direction of the Allied Supreme Council.- Represented 
on the committee are Great Britain, France, Italy, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Denmark, Norway and Sweden. 
Walter Lyman 
Brown, Mr. Hoover’s chief representative in Europe, will attend 
the Brussels meetings. 
It is not yet known in Washington what ways and means the 
eight European Governments in question propose for co-operation 
in ameliorating famine distress in Russia. 
Hitherto no sugges* 
lions have reached this country, except that America should con­ 
tinue to furnish the supplies and the workers but should shar* 
the glory, and particularly any resultant political benefits, with 
her European “partners” in the relief enterprise.
